RuSslA_ TAe VMe Society.— An evangelical 


Bible Society has existed in Russia since 1831. 
It has it« center in St Petersburgh. lt« stat- 
utes have been approved by the Emperor, -and 
it is presided over at present by the Imperial 
Adjutant«General, Baron Neyedorff. Accur- 
diog to the seventh report published by the So- 
ciety (from the year 1843 to !H53)it numbers 
200 affiliated Societies and extend from Finland 
to Siberin, nnd tho coast* of tho Black Sea. 
Bibles in the German, Eathnic, Polish, Dutch 
Eanish, Lettish, French, Swedish, English nnd 
Finnish languages are apruad among the frot- 
estants of the Russian empire. In many parts 
of tho empire thoro is still B great scarcity of 
Bibles; iu Esthlind, e. g., many protestant vil 


I ages are found which have not a singlo copy 
of the Bible, and among 120 children who as- 
sembled at a church visitation, thdre was not 
one that had seen a Bible or a Now Testament 
in his lifo. The 'nterest shown by the Protes- 
tant population is increasing. Thus the nobil- 
ty of Courlanil have sub»cribed n'»t only con- 
siderable individual contributions, but also 150 
rubles yearly ns ti corporation. 


RUSSIAN C»tMit:niis. — Tlio most interest- 


ing church in St. Peteraburgh in that devoted 
to Sts. Peter and Paul, otherwise called tho 
"Fortress Church," as it stands within a cita- 
del of tho city. Its Blender spire rises to the 
height of 340 feel ; it in said that- 12 000 ducats 
have already beea eipendeil in tho gilding of 
this spire. Upor tho walls around the pillars 
of tho church hang trophies tsken from tho 
Turks, Persians nnd French 
In this way the 


Russians buvo decorated all their churches, 
anil lianlly u utttinu but ia thus represented i'l 
St. Petersburg or Moscow. The chief part of 
interest pertuiuing to thu "Fortress Church," 
is that beneath iv, rest tho remains of all thu 
czars since Peter tlic Grert. 


THEOLOGICAL CIIATKL is BANGOII, ME. — 


The ladies (if Baiigor, Maine, arc raising funds 
to erect a chape] for the theological Seminary 
in that place, wh;ch shall also contain a deposit 
for a library of ] 0,000 volumes, towards which 
they have contributed $],i!00. They have col 
lected $700 for the chapel, aud intend increas- 
ing it to §1,0<!0.
